New Orleans, Sept. 14. — The an- 


nouncement of the ninth case of yel- 
low fever in New Orleans, including 
the G^Ipi death, was officially made by 
•he board of health. 


It is probable that another case will 


be added to the list, exhausting the se- 
rious suspicions cases now under in- 
vestigation. 


The ninth case is tMward McGinty. 


a young man living immediately Oppo- 
site a redidonct- uptown where a child 
dio.tl from the fever that had beea pre- 
vailing at Ocean Springs. 


McGinty bad L»>en a visitor to the 


family during their residence on the 
Mississippi coast, and sine*? their re- 
turn to the city had been a constant 
visitor. 
It is therefore believed that 


'McGinty contracted the disease from 
the sick child. 


'Members of the board of health have 


been in clone attendance upon the case 
and completed 
their diagnosis. As 


aoon as they hail done so the hoard of 
health took charge of the premises, 
quarantined the inmates, made libor.il 
application of 
disinfectants 
in 
the 


neighborhood and tool; all necessary 
steps to prevent a spread of the dis- 


This is tho tirst rase reponod up- 


town, all other cases being in the low- 
er section, ami in this instance, as in 
all others, the origin of the ca.se has 
been traced to Ocean Springs. 


The suspicions case referreil to above 


is that of a physician who hart been in 
attendance upon some of the patients 
at Ocean Springs. 


The announcement of one more case, 


and probably another, has mmle no 
change in the state of the public mind. 
There is still an absence of excitement, 
and while there are (x-casionnl depart- 
ures from the city, there has been no 
general exodus. 


Neither the experts nor the board 


of health are surprised by the discov- 
eries.

Murray, who did not state the nature 
of the illness, but Dr. Wyman sup- 
poses it to be yellow fever. 
Surgeon 


Murray has engaged a nurse and will 
care for him. Dr. Wasdin has been 
actively engaged since the outbreak of 
yellow fever at Ocean Springs, and was 
present at the first autopsy at which 
the conclusion was reached that, the 
disease was yellow jack. 


Fonr Death* »t Bark ley. 


New Orleans, Sept. 14. — Dr. Carter, 


of the Marine Hospital service, return- 
ed to Ocean Springs from Barkley and 
reports a serious Condition there. Bark- 
ley is a lirtle postoffice seven miles 
northeast of the detention camp. Dr. 
Caricr reports eight cases of yellow 
fever at this point out of a population 
of 25 souls. 
There have been four 


deaths in ten days, the last occurring 
on Saturday night, and other deaths 
are momentnnly expected. The fever 
was imported from Ocean Springs.

IB «ppnk'ng of hi* investigations h* 


••id: 
"Of course I cannot disclose tbe grac- 


es* which I employ, but I do not mind 
relating how I made the discovery. Six 
month* ago I was employed a* a lec- 
tnrer by the Edison company of New 
York ts give illustrated lectures 011 the 
Boentgen rays. I went to most of the 
southern and middle elates in my work 
and have been constantly engaged in 
experimenting with the X rays. 


"Abont two weeks ago I was testing 


a new apparatus in my office and made 
an X. ray photograph of my hand. I 
placed a plate *>B tie table directly nn- 
der mv apparatus. It was necessary in 
order to produce n clear picture to place 
seme article between my baud and the 
plate. For this purpose I generally used 
a piece of cardboard, bnt on this occa- 
sion I waa unable to find it add instead 
peeked op a photograph from a pile of 
pictures that lay on the table. While 
developing the photograph later on I 
was interrupted and went %way from 
»y office for several hours. 


"When 1 returned, I proceeded with 


the development of the picture of my 
hand, and to my astonishment I found 
that across it waa the picture of a man's 
body. It never occurred to me that I 
had reproduced the picture on the pho- 
tograph which I had used in place of 
the piece of cardboard, and as my cari- 
osity waa thoroughly aroused I proceed- 
ed anxiously with the development of 
the picture. To my farther astonish-" 
mant I found that the picture of the 
form on my band was being revealed 
perfectly naked. In toe coarse of half 
an boor I had developed the strange 
picture sufficiently to* «ee every rib in 
ttosbody. 
"1 had not up to that time oonsidored 


whose photograph I had used, bat this 
waa made clear to ma when I noticed a 
ballet wound in the right arm. I saw 
at once that I bad used one of my own 
pictures and waa astoandedto find that 
the negative thus produced was my 
owa body, abaotately naked.

that A photograph is a through and 
through likeness of tbe body of tbe in- 
dividual, and that all that is needed to 
display every portion an'' organ of th« 
body to tbe naked eye is to put tbe pio- 
tere through a series of developments 
under a powerful light It must be con- 
sidered that tbe X. ray is immeasurably 
stronger than any other light we know 
of.

Bear in mind that this was accom- 
plished by a young man at a time 
when journeymen printers were re- 
ceiving about $10 weekly, and only 
in extraordinary instances earning 
$1 or f 2 beyond that sum.— Philadel- 
phia Times.

There uit> uo fewer thaa seven 


uutin divisions of races m tbe Euro- 
pean and Asiau |irovjii<*s. In Eu- 
rope both the Grrckaitud Albanian* 
are as numerous as tba Ottoman 
Turks, each ctmtingeiit nuiuburmg 
about 1,300,000, according to tbe 
best authorities. Constantinople it- 
celt has just as di versified a mixture 
as the kingdom generally, and only 
385,000 of its 875,000 inhabitants are 
Mussulmans, the Greeks numbering 
153,000, but in Asia there are twice 
as many Ottomans 
:•>.« all other 


races put together. The Turks prop- 
er consist of Ottomans, Yurouka and 
Turcomans. The names have some- 
thing terrible in their very sound 
to us, but travelers unite in describ- 
ing the Ottomans as honorable and 
humane men, although they can 
fight when it cornea to blows. The 
Turcomans live a pastoral life, 
while tbe Turonks are nomadic and 
therefore not easily subjected to 
law. 


Although tbe Greeks and tbe Al- 


banians are regarded as belonging 
to the same Greco-Latin race, tbe 
latter are for the most part Mussul- 
mans. Some of tbe Albanians are 
Roman Catholics, and others are of 
the Greek church, and the two 
slightly divergent sects hate each 
other. But, whatever the form of 
faith, they prefer robbery as a 
means of livelihood to any other in- 
dustry. At the same time they are 
of a fine physical type aitd make 
splendid soldiers, but they treat 
their women like oxen, and, al- 
though they dress in rich clothes of 
tbe fashion of the Scottish high- 
lands, they have a horror of soap. 
In fact, it is said that they put on 
their clothes once for all and never 
take them off. The Greeks haveuot 
penetrated very far inland, but have 
scattered themselves along the coast 
of both European and Asiatic Tur- 
key, where they are always on the 
lookout to put money in their purse. 
Together with the Jews and the Ar- 
meaians, they do nearly all the trad- 
ing and banking of the country and 
make a very good thing out of it. 


Armenians and their extermina- 


tors, tbe Kurds, are both sprung 
from a Persian stock. The Kurds 
live in the mountains and are not 
precisely the kind of people one 
would care to set about reforming. 
Some say there are an even million 
of them ; others say there are over 
2,000,000. They keep the sultan in 
perpetual hot water, being very bad 
Moslems, but they are very enter- 
prising, chiefly in slaying Arme- 
nians and stealing their neighbors' 
goods. When not thus engaged, they 
rear cattle, sheep and goats, and 
they *fier in no way from their an- 
cestors as described by Xenophon. 
Armenia was a portion of western 
Asia, between the Caspian sea and 
Asia Minor, but it has suffered the 
fate of Poland, and the Armenians 
are now almost as scattered as tbe 
Jews. They uumbor about 2,500,000 
and are intelligent people, with a 
particular talent for trade and bank- 
ing. 


The Semitic race has many fam- 


ilies in Turkey. There are the Jews 
who, 
persecuted everywhere, took 


refuge in Turkey ;-the Greek cnurch 
Maronites, who are the deadly foes 
of their neighbors, the Druses; the 
Druses of tbe Mohammedan faith, 
brave and temperate meu, wLo take 
neither wine nor tobacco and who 
detest the Maronites ; tbe Chaldeans, 
who are Christians of a sort; the 
Arabs, of whom there are 4,000,000 
or 5,000,000 and who, though hold- 
ing the game religious views as the 
sultan, are his inveterate enemies, 
and the Syrians. 


Then there is the fine race of Cir- 


cassians, 
who are differentiated 


from most of the other inhabitants 
by the fact that they work for a liv- 
ing; the Lazes, and the gypsies.— 
New York Ledger.

the cargo space. A practically un- 
limited supply of fresh water must 
be allowed to everybody on board, 
and yet tbe arrangements for its 
supply must be such that anything 
liko waste shall be prevented. 


The passenger is by nature a 


grumbler, and being shut up for 
days together on an island from 
which there is no escape, with little 
occupation but to find fault, he 
must be an angel indeed if he utter- 
ed no complaint It is the construct- 
or's province, if possible, to shut 
his mouth by anticipation. 


This huge floating caravansary 


has to be lighted, warmed and ven- 
tilated. The progress in lighting by 
incandescent electric lamps without 
vitiating the atmosphere has been 
an immense advantage to passenger 
steamers, even though it be a cost- 
ly light. 


The maintenance of an equable 


temperature, with pure, fresh air 
free from drafts, warm enough in 
cold climates and cool enough ia not 
latitudes, presents almost insur- 
mountable difficulties. Where spaces 
are so contracted and nooks and 
corners so numerous the air must 
lie quiescent unless disturbed by 
currents too violent to be admissi- 
ble, and it is to be feared that even 
in the best vessels there must still 
be a smell of the ship shippy. In 
recent practice all unnecessary lin- 
ings have been removed and all 
apartments thrown as open for the 
free ingress and egress of air as is 
consistent with necessary privacy— 
a quality, by the way, which pas- 
sengers would do well to remember 
is never absolute on board ship.— 
Henry H. West iu Cassier's Maga- 
ziiie.

o soon perish, .made eome effort to 
restore its fragile existence. She 
jut it in her own warm baud, and, 
wreathing upon it, perceived that it 
gave signs of returning animation. 
She then once more placed it in the 
glass tumbler on the rug before the 
fire. 


Soon the little insect spread out 


its many colored wings and flew to 
the window, where the sun was 
shining bright By and by, when 
the sun retired, the window panes 
grew cold, and the butterfly sank 
iown on the carpet again, apparent- 
ly lifeless. The same means were 
used to restore animation and with 
the same success. 


This alternation of life and* death 


went on for many days till at last 
the little thing became quite tame 
and seemed to be acquainted with 
its benefactress. When she went to 
the window and held out her finger, 
it would of its own accord hop 
npon it. Sometimes it would settle 
for an boor at a time npon her band 
or her neck when she was reading 
or writing.

u London tall attention once more to 
lie enormous amount of 
Belgian, 


French and German capital that has 
been invested in industrial enterprise* 
in Russia during tha last three years. 
Forty million dollar* of Belgian money 
ias been invested in iron works in Po- 
aud alone and is already yielding a re- 
turn of 40 per cent For some reason or 
tner English and American capitalist* 
are holding back, declining to.take ad- 
antage of the opportunities placed at 
their disposal, although Russia is in 
he very infancy of its industrial de- 
velopment and will require foreign help 
in this respect for a long time to come. 


The clearance Bale of the British ad- 


miralty has now begun, and faded 
troopships, superannuated cruisers and 
obsolete torpedo boats are being offered 
to the highest bidder at absurd rates. 
Among the number are the Bacchante, 
a cruiser of nearly 3,000 tons, in which 
the Duke of York and his elder brother, 
;bo late Duke of Clarence, circumnavi- 
gated the globe. Another, the Canada, 
was one of the earliest cruiser, to have 
an armor deck. The oldest of the ves- 
sels is the Vengeance, a wooden battle- 
ship armed with 84 guns and repre- 
senting the type of man-of-^ar that 
figured in the battle of Trafalgar and 
other great naval conflicts in the early 
part of the century. 


While in Franca ths population is 


according to some stationary and ac- 
cording to others diminishing in size, 
the neighboring kingdom of Belgium is 
nving evidence of an altogether phe- 
nomenal growth.

A questitu of the greatest importance 


in regions of deficient rainfall or where 
irrigation is praetk-t-d is the stontgo ca- 
pacity of thb soil fur water. 
Wne.ii tho 


soil is thoroughly loosened up, the 
amount of wat<T which it will hold is 
greatly increased, aud the rise of water 
to the surface and evaporation are check- 
ed. Experiments at the Wisconsin aud 
Nebraska experiment stations 
have 


shown the beneficial effects iii these re- 
spects of »>nb$oiliug. Ou this point tbe 
Nebraska station makes the following 
suggestions : 


Subsoil plowing, although a means 


of cons-ryiL'g moisture, does not produce 
it and is therefore not a substitute for 
irrigation where tbe rainfall is too 
small to produce crops. 


Where there is a hard, dry subsoil, 


subsoil plowing is to be recommended. 


Where the subsoil is loose, gravelly 


or sandy, snbsoiling is probably un- 
necessary or may even be injurious. 


Do not subsoil when the soil is very 


wet either above or beneath, as there 
is great danger of puddling the soil, 
thus leaving it in worse condition than 
before. This is cue of the reasons why 
it is better to subsoil iu the fall than in 
tbe spring. 


If tbe ground besnbsoiled in tbe fall, 


tbe winter and spring rams have ample, 
opportunity to soak in, that being tho 
season of greatest rainfall and least 
evaporation. 


Snbsoiling iu the spring may be a 


positive detriment if the subsoil be ex- 
tremely dry, us iu that case the rain- 
water is partially removed from the 
young plant by the absorption of the 
bottom soil If the spring rains were 
heavy, this would not be a disadvantage. 


It is probable that the increased 


yields on subs-oiled lands are mainly if 
not entirely due to the increased amount 
of water which such land is able to 
store up for the use of the crop. Sub- 
soil plowing may thus be made the 
means of greatly extending the area 
over which crors may be successfully 
grown without irrigation, and when 
practiced in connection with irrigation 
may result in a great saving of irriga- 
tion water. 
As indicated above, how- 


ever, before deciding upon the advisa- 
bility of subsoiliiig it is necessary to 
ascertain, among other things, the na- 
ture and condition of the soil and sub- 
soil. — Farmers' Bulletin. 


B«'t Sugar Factories. 


With the increasing interest iu beet 


sugar production Consul Muth's report 
to the department is timely. Writing 
from Magdeburg, Germany, the consul 
says: Factories should bo erected only 
iii localities where it has been demon- 
strated beyond doubt that sugar beets 
can be grown successfully. The factory 
must bo easily accessible to tho farmers! 
aud should, therefore, be situated in 
the heart of tho district from which it 
draws its beets. All the material need- 
ed in tho manufacture should either bo 
close at, hand or easily procurable. Be- 
sides 
beets the principal materials 


needed to run a sugar factory are water, 
fuel and limestone; water to wash the 
beets and limestone for the purification 
of the beet juices. 


Shredding Corn Fodder. 


A correspondcat of Country Gentle- 


mau offers these suggestions to begin- 
ners in shreddiog fodder: 1. Cut; the 
corn as early as practicable snd set it 
up to stand well and tie the shocks 
well. 
2. Let the stalks get dry enough 


so that no juice will appear when it 
runs through the rolls, 3. Provide two 
or three, platform wagons, abont 1 by 
16 or 18 feet and as low as possible, 
with euds ;) feet; high, ou which to haul 
the corn to the machine. Do not at~ 
tempt to haul ou common, narrow, high 
hay riggings. 4. When the corn is dry 
aud before fall rains set in, got at it 
and rush, rush, until all is husked and 
shredded. The cost will exceed the cost 
of husking by hand slightly. 


Fail Sown Whent. 


A big acreage of fall sown wheat, is 


being planned for by many farmers. 
American Agriculturist says in this 
connection: ' • Wo say don' t. Present aud 
prospective high prices will probably 
stimulate an enormous sowing of wheat 
this fall aud next spring, not only in 
the United States, bat throughout the 
world. Just this was done after the 
high prices of IS!) 1-2, and it caused a 
world's overproduction of wheat which 
has just been reduced to normal propor- 
tions by a short crop in foreign coun- 
tr>ns this year, following a reduced 
yield last season. Low prices nre as 
likely to follow big supplies of wheat 
next year as during tho past few years."

It enables the consumer to keep a 


supply of lettuce to be used at will, :i 
very imporautt element, as cut lettuce 
should be eaten before it withers, and 
t is not possible by the usual method 
of marketing to keep the heads fresh 
more than a few hours. 


A crop may be cnt from tbe perma- 


nent bed every month when pot culture 
s practiced. With the ustyU methods 
a crop is cut from the same space about 
every two months during winter and 
ipring. 


Pots removed from the permanent 


bed, when the plants are ready frv 
market, may be replaced at once by 
lots from tbe sand bed, u great economy 
if space. 


The expense of pots and Blight in- 


rease of labor in marketing are the 
inly disadvantages, bnt the advantages 
mentioned overbalance the disadvan- 
ages and render pot culture desirable 
aud profitable for gardeners depending 
upon local markets. 


Feeding Alfalfa. 


Experiments have been conducted 


with u view to ascertaining the feeding 
value of alfalfa for steers at the Hatch 
tation for three years, including com- 
inrisous of ftarly, medium aud late cnt 
alfalfa, and of the first, second aud 
bird crops. In some periods the alfalfa 
was fed without grain and in others 
bran and wheat were added. The re- 
ults show that steers fed alfalfa, either 
vith or without graiu, made, tho mosl 
rapid gain on the early cut and t he- 
east ftuiu on tho late, cut. This wim 
rue fur the early cutting of both the 
irst aud second crops. Pound fnr pound. 
he early cutting gave the best result— 
hat is, less food was required per pound 
Df gain when early cut alfalfa was foil 
hau on either medium or late cut. The 
jarly cutting also yielded the most hay, 
aiedinui cutting coming second. It is es- 
imuted that fully one-third more betf 
can be produced ou an acre with early 
cutting than with either medium er 
ate cutting. 


For the different crops of alfalfa the 


rate of gain and the. food required ptr 
louud of gain both favored the third 
rop, thft first crop being second in 
value. There was very little difference 
u composition between the first and 
second crops of alfalfa, but the third 
Top contained more protein aud lens 
fiber than the other crops, thus iudicat- 
iig its superior feeding quality. Pouud 
ox pound, good alfalfa proved to lie 
equal to timothy hay, while in the rate 
of gain it proved better, and alfalfa was 
noticeably superior to clover hay. Add- 
ug strtiw to thu ration of alfalfa aud 
grain proved advantageous. 


Shrinkage of Corn In Storage. 


Corn is tiie grain that probably 


shrinks most, though as it grows less 
u bulk its nutritive value is not less- 
ened. It may be even possible if the 
rob bo still damp that some nutrition 
goes from cob to the grain while it is 
n the crib. The moist corncob has 
some, sweetness. That of the dried cob 
s only woody fiber ana potash. We 
once meusured 
OHO bushels of corn in 


he ear into a crib. As we had most, uf 
t ground iu tho ear for feed we meas- 
ured out the corn during the winter as 
t was taken irom the. mill. 
The 


.oss in bushc-ls was more than 70 anil 
of weight still more, than this. This 
was less decrease than we had expected 
3ut the corn was put in when thor- 
oughly ripened- aud wo began to take 
i to the mill to grind it before it hud 
liml out much. The Dent corn wastes 
D drying much more than Flint corn 
ilnfs. It is less compact after it is dried 
and cannot be brought np to the stand- 
ard weight of Flint corn cither when 
ivet or ilry.—American Cultivator.
